Merger of Klans in the Carolinas 
Is Reported. 

AUGUSTA, Ga., Nov. 21 (AP)— 
The Augusta Chronicle reported 
yesterday that Ku Klux Klansmen 
in North Carolina and South Car- 
olina have joined forces under 
the leadership of a former grocer. 

The union was announced, the 
paper said. in an interview with 
the new grand dragon, Thomas 
L. Hamilton of Leesville, S.C. 
Members of the robed order who 
sat in on the interview heralded 
the merger as a move toward a 
nation-wide Klan. 

Hamilton, who said he had been 
a Klansman since 1926, asserted 
his first action will be “to weed 
out afl those persons who are 
using the Klan for selfish and 
political reasons.” The grand | 
dragon said the Carolina associa- 
tion has “thousands of high-type 
men—and we intend to keep it 
that wav.” 

Hamilton asserted his organiza- 
tion advocates white supremacy, 
separation of church and state. 
free speech, free press and lib- 
erty and justice for all. He said 
the Carolina group will be un- 
masked as ordered by law.

Eisler in Germany. 

Recently, Solicitor General 
Philip B. Perlman suggested that 
the whole business be thrown out 
of court. Perlman noted that Eis- 
ler has taken. public office in the 
Soviet zone of Germany and 
shows no signs of ever returning 
here. He urged that the appeal 
which had been granted Eisler 
should now be finally dismissed. 

The court today took this advice 
and dismissed Eisler’s case with 
a brief order. It noted that Jus- 
tice Douglas (who has been in a 
hospital) and Clark took no part 
in the action. 

Eisler was sentenced to a year 
in jail and fined $1000 for refus- 
ing to be sworn as a witness be- 
fore the House Un-American Ac- 
tivities Committee. He was at lib- 
erty on bail at the time he filed 
his appeal to the Supreme Court. 

The effect of today’s action was 
to leave the conviction and sen- 
tence hanging over Eisler’s head 
should he ever return to the 
United States. 

Realty Case Revicw Granted. 

The court agreed to review a 
decision which dismissed Govern- 
ment anti-trust law charges 
against the National Association 
of Real Estate Boards and the 
Washington (D.C.) Real Estate 
Board. 

The Government Said the 
boards conspired to fix commib5- 
sion rates charges by real estate 
brokers. It asked for an injunc- 
tion under the Sherman anti-trust 
The United States district 
court here threw out the Govern- 
ment’s complaint on the ground 
that the act does not apply to an 
agreement fixing charges for per- 
sonal services. 

The district court said a real 
estate board may be likened to a 


labor union of real estate brokers 


and said the principle is the same 
when (a) those who receive com- 
combine to fix their 
charges and (b) those who toil for 
wages combine on minimum wage 
rates which they will accept.

“Although consuls do not have 
diplomatic immunity, it has been 
the universal practice, because of 
the public and official character 
of their duties, to permit them 
and their staff freedom of move- 
ment, and in the event that anv 
criminal charge is made. to per- 
mit them to remain at liberty on 
proper arrangements for bail, 
with unlimited freedom to com- 
municate with their governments 
with respect to official business. 

“The treatment accorded te Mr. 
Ward and to the American consu- ' 
lar staff in Mukden is in direct 
violation of the basic concepts of 
international relations which have 
been developed throughout the 
As such. it is of direct 
and immediate concern to all 
countries interested in diplo- 
matic intercourse, particularly to 
these with mission or consulates 
in China. 

“I ask you. as a matter of urg- 
ency, to express to the highest

A 50 per cent increase in social 
insurance taxes will go into effect 
in six weeks, raising $667,000,000 


more a year. 

Beginning Jan. 1, employers 
and employes each will pay 1% 
per cent tax on wages and sal- 
aries up to a wage or salary 
maximum of $3000. The present 
rate is 1 per cent. It has been 
in effect since the system of re- 
tirement and survivors’ benefits 
started 13 years ago. 

The schedule of benefits will at 
present remain unchanged. How- 
ever, under a bill passed by the 
House and pending in the Sen- 
ate, both the premium and the 
benefits would be higher. 

Officials predicted the taxes| 
will affect about 39,000,000 work- 
ers and 2,700,000 employers next

Taxes paid in for social insur- 
ance and money spent on benefit 
payments are not counted in the 
national budget bookkeeping, but 
are recorded as a “trust fund.” 

The $667,000,000 increase offi- 
cials estimate in receipts next 
year is expected to raise total so- 
cial insurance tax collections to 
$2.424,000,000 for 1959.

It was pointed out 
that the southeast region, with 
headquarters in St. Louis, needs 
500 more beds for mental patients 
in private and public institutions, 
200 additional tuberculosis beds 
and 1000 more beds for convales- 
cent cases and the chronically ill.

The headquarters of “operation 
hegemony,” as every Communist 
knows, is in Moscow. 

This supreme political policy 
explains why the Soviet Union, in 
its foreign relations, decided after 
the war to part ways with the 
non-Communist countries of the 
West and why, in domestic policy, 
it is driving for fulfillment of 
the five-year plan at a forced 
pace. 

A Norwegian trade union del- 
egation, Which visited the So- 
viet Union in 1948, observed 
that “hardly any country ex- 
ists where the authorities so 
firmly keep the standard of 
living low in order to insure 
quick recovery.” 

The fact that the Soviet 
worker, during years of peace, 
is being driven as hard if not 
harder than during years of war 
is cause for concern not only 
to workers of the Soviet Union 
but also to workers of the world 
who would like to think again 
before jumping into “operation 
hegemony.” 

The energy with which the 
Soviet leaders have undertaken 
the restoration and expansion of 
Soviet industry reveals that they 
are more concerned with external 
than with internal policy. 

The allocation of labor and ma- 
terials for production of the min- 
imum amount of consumers goods 
is considered a necessary evil, a 
diversion from the main task— 
rapid expansion of heavy industry 
to support an ambitious foreign 
policy. Consumer goods therefore 
hold an inferior position in the 
five-year plan. The worker is ex- 
pected to produce more and more 
while consuming as little as pos- 
sible. The entire state propaganda 
machine — press, radio, theater 
and movies—hammers daily on 
the theme that the patriotic So- 
viet man must outdo himself on 
the production front. 

The interests of the Soviet 
worker, postponed before the 
war in the greater interests of 
industrialization and defense, 
are being postponed once more 
in the greater interest of still 
more industrial and military 
production to sustain the for- 
eign policy of the Politburo. 

Prof. Varga, in repenting his 
conciliatory “bourgeois” tenden- 
cies, made light of a report that 
American labor leaders think 
about “an immediate problem 
which they are called upon to 
solve and they do not lose them- 
selves in dreams of the future.” 

The Soviet worker, besides be- 
ing invited to dream about the 
future, is reminded every day 
that the American worker is even 
worse off. After her return from 
a visit to the United States in 
1947, Yekaterina Nefedova, a tex- 
tile worker, reported to her 
people (through the courtesy of 
Soviet propaganda organs): 

“In America if one wants to buy 
good woolen material he will be 
offered English material. If one

tion to the needs of the men who 
run the machines. The failure to 
satisfy the .needs of the worker, 
in the eyes of the Politburo 
policy-makers, is more than com- 
pensated by success in expansion 
of heavy industry, which is in- 
creasing the might of the country 
every day. 

Pattern of Czars Continued. 
The present Soviet rulers are 
continuing an economic expansion 
pattern initiated by the Czars 
when they began to apply the 
principles of the Western indus- 
trial revolution to the vast stores 
of man power and natural re- 
sources in Russia. 

Though Soviet publicists prefer 
not to go back so far in history, 
others are free to recall that dur- 
ing the 20 years before the first 
world war and before the Bolshe- 
vik revolution Russia doubled its 
agricultural production, exceeding 
by one-third the combined output 
of cereals by Argentina Canada 


‘and the United States in 1913. 


During the same 20 years in- 
dustrial production was quad- 
rupled and in 1914 the French 
economist Edourd Thery pre- 
dicted that if it continued to de- 
velap at the same rate “Russia will 
dominate Europe by 1950 from 
the political as well as from the 
economic and financial point of 
view.” 

If this prophecy failed to be 
fully achieved perhaps the heavy- 
handed bureaucracy, economic 
waste of men and materials and 
the offensive foreign policy.of the 


'Soviet Union help explain why. 


The five-year plan for con- 
sumers goods may not be ful- 
filled (as was the case with the 
first two five-year plans before 
the war), but targets for heavy 
industrial goods are expected 
to be met by the end of this 
year — one year before sched- 
ule. 

An officigl report for the first 
half of this year asserted that 

Soviet industrial production was 


41 per cent over the prewar level. | 
Since the five-year plan calls for | 


an increase of 48 per cent, the 
goal is likely to be achieved by 
the end of next month, at least 
for those fields in which the Gov- 
ernment is primarily interested. 
Production of iron and steel, coal 


and oil, electric power and ma- | 
chinery, trucks and tractors has 


surpassed prewar levels and is 
now reaching for the goal. As 
soon as it has been achieved an- 
other five-year plan will be an- 
nounced and labor norms will 
again be raised so that the work- 
er will fulfill it ahead of time. 
Shortage of Skilled Labor. 

The most serious difficulties in 
achieving the present and the next 
five-year plan arise from short- 
ages of skilled labor, housing, 
timber and transport. The first 
is being overcome with the help 
of conscripted labor. A decree of 
1940 still in force authorizes con- 
scription of boys for labor re- 
serve and factory trained schools. 
The importance of this source of 
trained labor was indicated by 
Pravda last year, when it an- 
nounced that 100,000 graduates 
were assigned to the coal indus- 
try alone. 

Special inducements in the 
form of bonuses, badges and uni- 
forms have been offered to at- 
tract labor to specified fields such 
as coal mining. Engineers and 
executives in the mining indus- 
try can be seen parading about 
Moscow as smartly as they did in 
Czarist days, with the difference 
that the Soviet coat of arms has 
replaced that of the Czars. 

Shortages of timber were re- 
sponsible for retarding recon- 
struction of factories and houses. 
The timber industry has been 
short of trained loggers, trucks 
and railway transport.

Questions About Air Fields 


fo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

There has been a good deal of agi- 
tation recently, some of it not entirely 
objective, about building a second large 
airport for the metropolitan district of 
St. Louis at Parks Air Field. In order 
that the people may judge this matter 
objectively I wish that the press would 
try to get the answers to the following 
questions: 

First: How much money has been 
spent for improvements at Lambert 
Field since the end of the war? How 
much money is necessary to complete 
these improvements during the next two 
or.three years? Will this air field be 
large enough to serve the metropolitan 
area or will a second field still be neces- 
sary? 

Second: How many of the large air- 
lines coming into this metropolitan area 
prefer an air field on the East Side to 
Lambert Field? And in this connection 
how many of the passengers using the 
airlines have as their point of origin or 
destination in the metropolitan area lo- 
cations west of Grand avenue? 

Third: When the new super-highway 
to Lambert Field is completed, how 
long will it take to drive from the 
downtown area in St. Louis to Lambert 
Field, and how long does it now take 
to drive to Parks Air Field? I don’t 
believe the difference in time will be 
over 10 minutes. 

Fourth: What will it cost to develop 
Parks Air Field, and who is going 
to pay for it? 

Fifth: Would buildings and power 
lines near Parks Air Field make de- 
veloping this field unnecessarily costly? 

Sixth: Will the Government approve 
development of Parks Air Field”? 

Seventh: How do the atmospheric 
conditions at Parks Air Field compare 
with those at Lambert Field” 

Many of these questions can readily 
be understood by the public and I call 
upon the City Administration and the 
press to present thesé quetsions to the 
public in a purely objective manner.

The biggest question—that is, the biggest geo- 
graphical question—before the country is 
whether or not to admit Alaska into the Union. 
This issue has been before recent Congresses. 
More urgently than ever, it will be before the 
Fighty-first Congress when it returns to Wash- 
ington in a little mor> than a month. 

Alaska should be admitted both for its own 
sake and for the sake of the United States as a 
whole. The argument from the standpoint of 
the country as a whole is to strengthen the na- 
tional defense. The arguments from the 
Alaskan standpoint concern such basic things as 
fairness ani justice to the second-rate American 
citizens who live in an area which has been a 
territory for more than 80 years. 

Were Alaska represented in Congress by two 
Senators and one or more Representatives, its 
defense needs would get much more attention 
than they now receive. As things stand now, in 
any retrenchment program, activities in Alaska 
are at a serious disadvantage when thrown in 
competition with similar though less necessary 
activities in a state. A needed Coast Guard sta- 
tion, for example, is likcly to be closed in 
Alaska because its overwcrked and voteless dele- 
gate in Congress cannot offset the influence of 
Senators and Representatives from some com- 
peting state. 

The territorial status of Alaska has unques- 
tionably held back its development. It has a 
climate and physical conditions similar to those 
of Scandinavia. Yet the Scandinavian countries 
have a population of 13,000,000, while that of 
Alaska is around 100,000. Many Americans with 
a dash of adventure in their makeups would go 
to Alaska if they had a chance to grow up with 
a new state. 

A few profiteers find territorial status to their 
selfish advantage. They exploit shipping monop- 
olies, absentee control of the fishing and mining 
industries, and remote government. They care 
nothing about justice for Alaska. They are in- 
terested only in themselves. 

The objection that Alaska does not have 
enough people simply does not stand up. Nevada 
did not have 100,000 people until 1930 and by 
that time Nevada had been a state for 66 years. 
The present population of Alaska is approxi- 
mately the combined total of Missouri and IIlli- 
nois when these two states were admitted. 

President Truman has twice sent special mes- 
sages to Congress in favor of admitting both 
Alaska and Hawaii. The Governors of the 48 
states, through their national conference, are on 
record. The residents have voted, not once but 
repeatedly, for admission. The Republican and 
Democratic parties both called for admission in 
their 1948 platforms.

Yet 
P.G.&E. cannot hope and does not wish—to 
perform all the services which the Central Val- 
ley project is intended to do—control floods, pro- 
vide navigation, irrigate land, supply fresh wa- 
ter to San Francisco Bay communities whose 
supplies are giving out, and stop the encroach- 
ment of salt water from the bay upon rich Del- 
ta lands. 

FPC’s decision now seems inconsistent with its 
response to an earlier attempt by P.G.&E. to 
horn in on the Central Valley project. What leads 
the commission to suppose the P.G.&E. aim has 
ceased to be that ef obstructing the development 
of the Central Valley’s rivers for any purposes 
beyond its own interests?

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Colombia Faces Right 


A quick and bloodless revolution swept Pana- 
ma over the weekend. On her border, a slow 
and bloody revolution has seized Colombia, and 
is more tragic for the course of democracy. Co- 
lombia has had one of the proudest records of 
free government in this hemisphere. Now dic- 
tatorship is likely to be confirmed by that coun- 
try’s election next Sunday. 

For nearly 50 years, Colombia has had a con- 
stitutional government. The decline began in 
1946, when a split in the Liberal party permitted 
the election of Conservative President Ospina 
Perez. Two years later the assassination of a 
Liberal leader led to the Bogota riots, in which 
1200 were killed. Violence has been the theme 
ever since. 

Violence grew in the current election cam- 
paign until the Liberals now count their dead in 
thousands. In one 24-hour period, 235 persons 
were killed. Finally the Liberal candidate for 
President, Dario Enthandia, concluded that his 
voters were thoroughly intimidated and that the 
campaign was a “bloody farce.” He withdrew 
his candidacy. 

At this point the Liberals, who had main- 
tained a majority in Congress, moved to impeach 
the President. Ospina retaliated quickly. He 
imposed a state of siege, martial law and censor- 
ship, and suspended Congress. Liberals could 
not enter the capitol and their newspaper re- 
placed its usual political editorial with one 
about the moon. 

So there can be little doubt as to results of 
the coming election. To make matters worse, 
the Conservative candidate is Laureano Gomez, 
a right-wing demagogue and admirer of Dic- 
tater Franco. The ‘present state of oppression 
‘should enable him to acquire a Conservative 
Congress, if he feels he must retain some fig- 
ment of democracy. 

Colombia is not alone in its move to the right. 
Since 1945, 11 governments below the Rio 
Grande have been ousted by revolution. In 
nearly every case the product was reactionary

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What 13 Men Can Do 


Missouri's in-again, out-again Legislature re- 
convenes once more today. The prospect, how- 
ever, is that not te0 much will be accomplished 
in this Thanksgiving ;holiday week—or, for that 
matter, before the final adjournment. 

Some statutory revision bills are scheduled to 
go through, more or less as a matter of routine. 
But there is not very much hope for an im- 
proved drivers’ license bill or an acceptable 
small loans law. The two houses do not see 
eye-to-eve on these matters. In fact, there may 
be trouble even over vital appropriations bills. 


One measure, however, ought not to be al- 
lowed to die in the midst of these other stale- 
mates. Jt is the bill which would provide truly 
equal education by admitting Negroes to the 
University of Missouri. This was adopted in the 
lewer house by a very decisive majority, but it 
is still bottled up in the Senate’s Education Com- 
mittee. 

Why ‘t should be so pigeon-holed is hard to 
There is widespread sentiment in its favor 
all over the state. Polls at Columbia show that 
the students are more than ready to welcome 
this advance. Statistics show how expensive it 
is to the taxpayers to continue the sham of 
“equal but separate” higher education. And 
simple justice cries out for the change. 


Really, only 13 Senators now stand in the way 
of its adoption: Webbe, Napier, Linneman, Gil- 
more, Noble, Barrow, Chamier, Gibson, Reid, Al- 
lison, Hawkins, Smith and Williams. These 13 
members of the Committee on Education have 
a chance to distinguish themselves beyond that 
offered by the usual run of legislative work. 
They can clear the wav for the adoption of a 
bill which will make history.

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Snow Before Thanksgiving 

The first snow is not really what it seems to 
be. since it seems to be one thing to adults and 
another to children. For older folk, few things 
in this world are as premature, barring the robin 
in February or the department store Santa Claus 
before Thanksgiving. 

But only an adult mind can state what is out 
ef season. For the more hopeful generations, 
nothing is—not marbles in cold-handed March 
nor football in February. To them the Novem- 
ber snowfall is simply a fact of life, to be greet- 
ed with joy and plenty of happy action. 

Only one point about snow must both adults 
and children accept, and that is its inevitability. 
This may be an unwelcome thought to minds 
that grow chill with the suggestion of winter, 
but to children it is neither here nor there. The 
only thing more inevitable than the first snow 
is a child's anticipation of it. 
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Heavy Traffic and Heavy Damage 

Though no state has really come to grips with 
the problem, heavy cargo trucks and busses are 
doing serious damage to the highways. The 
latest proof of this comes from the Chief High- 
way Engineer of Illinois, Clifford Hathaway. 

Mr. Hathaway says tests were made of sep- 
arate but similar pieces of Illinois roads. One 
was a section of Highway 66 which is used by 
about 490 trucks a day. The other was a state 
route with little heavy traffic. Hathaway says 
the 66 section has been “practically demolished 
after 10 years’ service,” while the other road 
“is still in perfect shape after 22 years.” 

Last month Gov. Smith brought the same 
facts to the attention of Missouri, but largely 
as a matter of spite. He threatened to increase 
state taxes and fees paid by truck and bus opera- 
tors, because they opposed his bill to double the 
gas tax. This brought into the picture an ele- 
ment of political retaliation which has no busi- 
ness there, but the issue of highway damage re- 
mains clear enough. 

As early as 1934, this newspaper suggested 
that eventually there might have to be separate 
highways for passenger and heavy traffic. A 
few staies with large road revenues are mov- 
ing in that direction. But most states have lit- 
tle enough funds for road construction, and are 
searching everywhere for revenue. They are 
most likely to consider increasing truck and 
bus fees to a point where heavy traffic pays for 
more of the damage it does.

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Time for a New Zoning Law 

One of the conditions which St. Louis must 
meet in order to receive federal housing funds 
is an adequate zoning ordinance. Representa- 
tive Sullivan has announced that while this city 
is not on the first housing list it will be on the 
second, and Mayor Darst is making efforts to 
have all in readiness, including a new zoning 
ordinance, 

The federal law under which the housing 
loans will be made provides that the municipali- 
ties should have adequate zoning laws to pre- 
vent “the spread or recurrence of slums and 
blighted areas.” Perhaps St. Louis could squeak 
by with its 23-year-old zoning ordinance, but 
there is no good reason why it should take 
a chance. In making its housing program still 
more secure through adoption of a modern zon- 
ing law the city will also be helping itself to 
a better future. 

As the League of Women Voters says, the 
present ordinance “fails to meet the needs of 
a modern city.” A great deal has happened in 
St, Louis in the past 23 years, but little has hap-

men should pass the proposed new zoning ordi- 
nance without further delay. Extended hearings 
have been held on it, and all that is needed now 
is action.

The first census required nine months 
and cost $44,377, including the printing of 
the result in a pamphlet of 56 pages. (The 
1950 budget is $32,600,000 for field enumer- 
ators, crew chiefs and supervisors alone.) 


More Questions Each Time 


Each federal census has gathered more 
information than the preceding one. The 
census long ago ceased to be merely a pop- 
ulation count and has developed into a 
comprehensive economic and sociological 
survey, its results filling many volumes of 
statistics, 

The census had become comprehensive 
by 1850, the first-time that the names of 
all the people were listed, and they were 
classified by age, sex, race and place of 
birth. In 1880 the task of census-taking 
was removed from the marshals and given 
to a special bureau of the Department of 
the Interier. The census by then had be- 
come s0 complicated that gathering and 
assembling the facts took eight years, when 
it was high time to get started preparing 
fer the 1890 census. In 1913 the census 
bureau was moved to the Department of 
Commerce. 

The 1890 eensus was the first in which 
tabulating machines were used, the first 
mechanical aid being a simple card coun- 


ter. Every decade since then the machines 
have become faster and more important. 


Without them a census could not be 
completed in a century, lei alone a decade. 
Actually the major part of the census tab- 
ulation must be done in a few months, for 
the law now requires that the President 
report the results to Congress by Dec. 1 
of the year the count is made. 


Battery of Electronic Marvels 


The computing machines to be used on 
the 1950 census have been vastly improved 


_in a decade, most of them about 20 times 


as fast as those used in 1940. One very 
complicated mechanism—it fills a good 
sized room, has 18,000 vacuum tubes and 
cost $400,000—can do 5000 man-hours of 
figuring in an hour. 

While permanent employes of the Census 
Bureau are under civil service, the hiring 
of the enumerators and temporary field 
bosses is still strictly political. It is about 
the last survival of the spoils system in 
the Federal Government, a fact that is 
currently irritating to Republican orators 
and editors. An enumerator’s job usually 
lasts but three weeks—a month at most— 


and civil service examinations for jobs of 


such short duration are not only expensive, 
but held to be somewhat impractical. 


Most enumerators, according to Michael 
Galko, permanent head of the Milwaukee 
census bureau office, will not make more 
than $10 a day. Enumerators’ pay is based 
on three factors. They are given an amount 
for the days spent on the job, something 
is added for the number of names entered 
and there is an additional bonus for the 
quality of their work, the quality being 
indicated by a check or sampling of their 
districts after the regular three weeks of 
listing. 


Measure of Great Migrations 


It has been learned through the decades 
that if given a straight daily rate, some 
enumerators are prone to stretch the job 
out as far as possible, and if paid on a 
straight piece-work basis some overgreedy 
ones were not above entering fictitious 
names to swell their pay checks. So the 
three factors are used. 


The census will show a lot of things be- 
sides the number of people in the country 
and their living standards, or, at least, 
housing standards. It will show their mi- 
grations. The American people have been 
moving westward at a rapid rate. Cali- 
fornia and other Pacific states are ex- 
pected to have the highest population gains. 

The movement of Americans from farms 
and small towns to cities is by no means 
over, and the 1950 census is expected to 
show a continuation of that trend. In the 
1940 census, the predominantly agricultural 
states generally had either the smaliest 
percentage of gain or actual losses of pop- 
ulation.

Mme. Kasenkina’s Own Story 


LEAP TO FREEDOM, by Oksana Kasenkina. (Lippin- 
cott, 295 pgs., $3.) 


When Oksana Kasenkina, a Russian 
biology teacher, leaped from a window of 
the Soviet Consulate in New York last 
year, she became a symbol of freedom. 
Her unassuming autobiography, translated 
from the Russian, reveals the yearnings 
and fears that culminated in this interna- 
tional incident. Born in the Ukraine in 
1896, Mme Kasenkina had a simple but 
happy childhood which is contrasted with 
the spiritual vacuum of civil war and the 
oppression of a regime of terror which 
took away her husband and son. Negili- 
gence by Soviet security police opened to 
her a new life teaching the children of 
Russian diplomats in New York, but she 
was frustrated by an atmosphere of con- 
tinual spying and hostility, plus excessive 
stealing by the children. Ordered to re- 
turn to Russia, she fled the consulate, only 
to return, voluntarily, in confusion. before 

. making her spectac- 

ular jump. 

Lacking the in- 

sight of Dostoevski, 

Berdyaev or Arthur 

the author 

does not try to ex- 

plain the riddles 

that are Russia and 

Communism. 

However, her story 

might prove of value 

to future historians 

as the strictly non- 

political voice of one of the “littie people.” 

Here is the viewpoint of a humane— 

and cultured—wife and mother, who sur- 
prisingly displays little bitterness. 

Members of the New York Soviet colony 
are shown to have some human frailties. 
The women wear the latest Western 
fashions at lectures where Communists de- 
nounce American culture. When Tolva 
Gromyko, son of the top-level Russian dip- 
lomat, gets involved in a youthful romance, 
his mother appeals to Mme. Kasenkina to 
help breax up the affair because the girl 
is “the daughter of a chauffeur.” After the 
teacher has scolded Tolva for getting tipsy, 
he tells her, “Good diplomacy is getting the 
other man drunk.” 

Just before her leap, Mme. Kasenkina 
told Soviet Consul Lomakin: “I never had 
any use for politics inasmuch as I have 
always hated an absolute dictatorship over 
human beings.” 

Mme. Kasenkina, no doubt, will be ac- 
cused of being politically naive, but her 
autobiography explains why such a woman 
risked her life to escape a country where 
“the Communist so worships the infallibil- 
ity of Soviet reason that his fellow human 
being becomes a mere adjacent mechan- 
ism, to be lied to, denounced, imprisoned 
and killed without compunction.”

Outcome of World Labor Struggle 
Expected to Influence Cold War 


New Non-Communist Group Places Obstacle 
in Path of Russian Maneuvers, Foreign 
Policy Association Report Says.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 21—The 


outcome of the struggle between 
the new international anti-Com- 


munist labor organization and the 
remaining membership of the 
Communist - dominated World 
Federation of Trade Unions is 
likely to have a ae, 
on the cold war between the East 
and West, a report-issued by the 
Foreign Policy Association said 
today. 


The report, ‘entitled “Labor in 
World airs,” ‘was written by 
David Lasser, who studied the 
role of labor in the European 
Communist conflict for nine 
months earlier this year as labor 
consultant to W. Averell Harri- 
man, roving representative of 
President Truman for the Eco- 
nomic Co-operation Administra- 
tion. 

Lasser pointed out that more 
than 50,000,000 workers will be 
represented in London on Nov. 
28 when trade unionists from the 
United Stes and 40 other coun- 
tries meet to set up the new labor 
international as a non-Communist

Both the Congress of Indus- 
trial Organizations and the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor are sup-

While numerically the new union 
will have less strength than the 
WFTU, whose membership runs 
close to 62,000,000, its chances of 
“overwhelming” the WFTU. are 
good, Lasser declared. 

“By its very act to regroup the 
non-Communist labor forces 
throughout the world,” the report 
said, “the new international places 
a very effective obstacle to at- 
tempts to utilize the international 
labor movement for Soviet. pur- 
poses. 

“The London spokesmen will 
try to expose the lack of freedom 
of the eastern European unions 
to bargain collectively, point to 
the virtual prohibition of strikes, 
and characterize the ‘socialist 
emulation of labor’ as a harsh, 
undisguised speed-up system. 

“The Communist-dominated la- 
bor forces which, in their great 
upsurge at the close of World War 
II, were moving rapidly to a po- 
sition of dominance in labor 
groups in many parts of the 
world, have lost nearly 10,000,000 
adherents. Their principal losses 
have been in France, Italy, Latin 
America and Asia.” 

Lasser predicted that the 
WFTU will engage in politics and 
various actions in seeking to fol- 
low Russian leadership that might 


well “drive out its remaining non- 
Communist groups.” Bulk of the 
WFTU strength,« he said, is in 
eastern Europe, including the 
eastern zone of Germany, and in 
the Soviet Union and Communist 
China. These areas provide nearly 
80 per cent of the WFTU mem- 
bership. Claimed membership in 
the Soviet Union alone—27,000,- 
000—is 40 to 50 per cent of the 
entire WFTU strength, Lasser 
further pointed out. 

In the Far East (except Com- 
munist China), in France, Italy 
and in Latin America, he said, 
the labor movement is divided in 
allegiance in the cold war. In 
Latin America, he went’on, the 
anti-Communist Inter-American 
Confederation of Labor has 4,000,- 
0@0 members, while the strength 
of the pro-Communist Latin- 
American Confederation of Labor 
is estimated between 800,000 and 
1,500,000. In Japan the organized 
working class has grown from 
400,000 in 1936 to 7,000,000 at the 
present time. 

The report said that the entire 
question of trade union freedom 
will be brought into focus in the 
various United Nations agencies 
by the struggle between the rival 
labor internationals. While both 
world labor groups are committed 
to support the protection and ex- 
tension of the rights of trade 
unions to operate freely, the 
meaning of the word “freedom” 
will be differently defined, it 
prophesied. 

Issue Before U.N. 

Lasser pointed out that the 
whole issue is already before the 
U.N. following American action 
in proposing that the Economic 
and Social Council inquire into 
charges of “forced labor” abroad. 

As to expected differences be- 
tween the two great international 
unions over methods of securing 
peace and stability in the world, 
Lasser said there is danger that 
the new London union and the 
western democracies may permit 
the WFTU to monopolize the slo- 
gan of “peace” among the work- 
ers and be forced into a defen- 
sive attitude toward the North 
Atlantic Treaty and toward its 


-|military implementation. 


“If this Communist propa- 
ganda is to be offset,” he said, 
“the workes must be convinced, 
through forceful educational pro- 
grams by the new international, 
that collective security against 
aggression is necessary to prevent 
war.” 

To be a vital force, he con- 
cluded, the new international 
cannot rest its case merely on 
anti-Communism, but must be 
able to meet the needs of work- 


ers throughout the world.

You will probably note that 
there is a lower price on the tom 
turkeys than on the hens. If your 
family can use a bird of 16 pounds 
or over, don’t be afraid to take 
advantage of this saving by buy- 
ing a tom. You will find it satis- 
factory in every way, and while 
the hen may have a wider breast, 
the tom usually has longer breast 
meat, which evens things up. 

Chickens are also reasonable; 
and if you don’t want fowl you 
have never had a better year to 
get buys in ham.

With Thanksgiving only a few 
days off, these are busy days for 
they mean planning the holiday 
meal, then putting on your fur 
tippet and taking your mesh shop- 
ping bag and making the rounds 
of the various markets. 

Turkey raisers will be heading 
a peak flow of their crop which 
is nearly 30 per cent larger than 
last year, to the market. Today’s 
turkey is meatier, more tender. 
It is a compact bird with short 
legs and has a larger proportion 
of breast meat than its ancestors. 

If you purchase a dressed tur- 
key be sure to keep it at 36 
degrees temperature until it is 
ready to cook. Unless you are go- 
ing to use it within a day or 


two, it should be frozen. If you 
purchase a frozen turkey, thaw 
it in the refrigerator. Remove the 
wrappings, and cover it loosely 
with waxed paper. It will take 
about two days to thaw a large 
bird. 

A word about dressing: if you 
prefer moist dressing, go lightly 
on the broth that is added to

the makings. A few tablespoons 
is enough because the dressing 
takes up moisture from the tur- 
key. Whatever your choice you 
can figure on two to three quarts 
of bread crumb mixture for an 
eight- to 11-pound turkey. 

To give you a choice of dress- 
ings here are some _ favorites, 
among them, an old-fashioned 
bread stuffing and a flavorful 
fruit and rice combination. 

Stuffing can be made early and 
kept in the refrigerator until 
time for roasting the bird. (After 
the feast, remove unserved stuff- 
ing from the bird and refrigerate, 
in a covered dish, of course, the 
bird is refrigerated, too.) 

Keep in mind that simple plat- 
ter garnishes make for easier 
carving at the table. Here spiced 
whole peaches, studded with

Waring's TV Show 
Tuneful, Distinctive

NEW YORK, Nov. 21.

SPECIAL GIFT. vision program start- 
ed out very, very shakily last year but now, 
through trial and error, has largely groped its 
Way out of the darkness. With a few notable 
exceptions, it is tuneful, distinctive and very 
pretty to look at.

WARING HAS ALWAYS had a passion for 
folk music, not only our own but that of every 
other nation; his special gift has been the abil- 
ity to make folk music comprehensible and, 
more importantly, palatable to people whose 
normal tastes run toward such ballads as “Baby 
It’s Cold Outside.” On the radio, he did this 
by means of the handsome vocalizing of his glee 
club plus some tricky orchestral arrangements. 
On television, you still hear the glee club and 
the orchestra but Waring is likely to add a folk 
dance in costume to look at. 

The result is a program you can watch, or, if 
you're of a mind to, just listen to. I have a 
hunch that’s what Waring is aiming at. Picto- 
rially Waring—or rather General Electric which 
is sponsoring it—has spared no expense. Be- 
sides the cast of 60 which is supposedly the 
largest permanent cast in television, Waring is 
operating on a stage which is tiered in three 
sections, each containing a turntable for scene 
changes. The photograph and lighting are 
lovely. 
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WARING IS as full of picture gags as he Is 
of audio gags. A girl singing a folk song, ac- 
companied by her own guitar-playing, was tricked 
out with a Van Gogh portrait which kept slid- 
ing aside permitting a bewhiskered imitation of 
the portrait to poke his head through the wall 
and interject comments on the song. This sort 
of stunt may very well infuriate not only the 
folk song addicts but aiso the admirers of Van 
Gogh. 

Where Waring’s picture sense has failed him 
is in the act featuring Hugh Brannum, the Uncle 
Lumpy character who tells those wonderful Lit- 
tle Orley stories. Brannum merely tells the 
stories, accompanied by the orchestra and glee 
club, as he would on the radio. It’s pretty dull 
TV fare. My suggestion here would be an ani- 
mated cartoon, with Brannum’s voice in the back- 
ground. It would probably be prohibitively ex- 
pensive, as most of the things I would like to 
see on television are.

I HAVE a few reservations about the Waring 
show. One—and this applies to all other band 
shows—is the superimposition of a shot of a 
bunch of oboe players over the face of (a) the 
conductor (b) a singer (c) a shot,of the Brooklyn 
Bridge (d) war refugees whose faces express 
the eternal sorrow of mankind. Enough is enough, 
kids. I have seen more oboe players in the last 
two years on television than I had in the pre- 
vious 30 years. I have nothing against oboe 
players, understand. It’s just they don’t do any- 
thing to me as, say, Mary Martin does. 

My most serious reservation, though, concerns 
what I refer to as Waring’s editorial section. 
Editorially, Mr. Waring is strongly opposed to 
war, poverty and cancer and equally militant in 
favor of peace, our country and safe driving. 
Well, I’m with him four-square on all those plat- 
forms but I’m not sure his manner of express- 
ing them furthers the causes in any respect. 
Along toward the end of the program, he’s like- 
ly to spring a soap opera on you concerning, 
say, a wounded veteran of the first World War 
while in the background the glee club sings the 
“Rattle Hymn of the Republic.” This form of 
sentimentality is a little too rich for my blocd. 


Otherwise, I’m four-square in favor of Mr. 
Waring, who, incidentally, is about the hand- 
somest man to come along on television so far.

ASE V-243: Today I wish to comment on how to fill the

‘Teasing Stage

wy HERE is a period between childhood and adolescence when 

boys and girls do all sorts of things to tease each other, 

» all the time scorning any idea of friendliness. The boys 
mimic the girls’ walk, speech, manners, and the girls respond 
by tossing their heads and sniffing, maybe saying over a 
shoulder, “I wouldn’t notice such an infantile trick.” 

* This is the time when teasing, calling names, hiding 
each other’s belongings, doing what will most embarrass the 
victim is the usual and accepted thing. The girls’ hair is 
Pulled, the boys’ books are hidden. Initials are written on 
Walls, notes are dropped, unsigned, with all sorts of insults 
in them. . 
* * 

THE GIRLS COMPLAIN to each other and sometimes even 
to their parents, but should the parents attempt to interfere 
they are quick to say, “No. Don’t do that. They'll only call 
me telltale and make my life more miserable.” The truth is 
they are enjoying the notice of the boys and the boys are 
getting a great thrill out of annoying them. This is a sort 
of prelude before the choosing of boy and girl friends of 
adolescence. 

Occasionally these attentions become rough. They go fur- 
ther than the children intended them to go. When this hap- 
pens, when there is an accident to property, a mistake in 
behavior, a physical hurt, it is best to count to a hundred 
before speaking or taking any action. When at all possible, 
wait for the children concerned to clear things up. Usually 
they do, because they did not mean to do damage or to really 
hurt anybody. They were just having “fun” under the pressure 
of Nature. That is understandable and while we must try to 
keep order, we must at the same time make allowances for 
children’s lack of knowledge and experience.

DURING THIS TIME try to keep the children’s confidence, 
try to keep their relations to each other on a friendly footing. 
Help them to stay together in the group, as they have grown 
up. That is the best way to keep them from overstepping the 
bounds of propriety as they are likely to do. 

This is the time for rough games, for hair pulling and 
slapping, for much smart back talk. Bear with it. It is also 
the time for the girls to get together for long, long talks 
with much giggling. And for the boys te set for long sessions 
discussing their secret affairs, their dreams and their hopes. 
Bear with them patiently, for very soon now they, are going 
to change. There will be a dignified young stranger in the 
house and your rough and ready, happy-go-lucky child will 
have gone forever. They must grow up.

66 ROLAND for an Oliver” is another way of saying 
A “Tit for tat.” It eonjures up the fabulous days of song 
and story, when the armored knight held the center 

of the literary as well as the social stage. 

The phrase takes us to one of the masterpieces of French 
literature, the epic poem called “The Song of Roland.” This is 
to France what the “Nibelungiued” is to Germany or “Beowulf” 
to Britain. It comes down to us from the eleventh century 
and deals with the heroic exploits of Roland and his hoon com- 
panion, Oliver, the two most famous of Charlemagne’s paladins, 
er chief knights in the emperor's palace. 

Now, this medieval epic is supposed to deal with historical 
facts of the eighth century, especially the struggles of the 
French army in Spain--a favorite subject with many native 
romancers, But so highly-colored were the narratives, so ex- 
aggerated and extravagant in this hero worship, that they in- 
spired the saying, “To give a Roland for an Oliver,” meaning 
te match one impossible tale with another. 

It seems to be the old chronicler, Holinshed, who made the 
first record of this phrase in English literature when he wrote 
in 1577: “Bicause he knew the Freneh King would not take 
the matter well, to have a Roland for an Oliver; he sente 
solemne ambassadours to the King of England, ofering him 
his daughter in marriage.” There you have the metaphor 
in the general sense of an equal exchange. It remained for 
Shakespeare to use it in “King Henry VI" with specific allu- 
sion to the extravagance of the tale in which it started, as 


follows: “England all Olivers and Rowlands bred, During the 
time Edward the Third did reign.”

Susan Peters, Now at American

T is a credit to the acting abil- 
| ity of Susan Peters that she 1s 

able to portray the role of an 
invalid. As Elizabeth Barrett in 
“The Barretts of Wimpole 
Street,” which opened at the 
American Theater last night, she 
is wan, frail, fragile, a girl of 
spirit but little hope, an object 
of pity. Ac Susan Peters her- 
self, she is bright, bouncy, happ), 
amusing, an object of absolutely 
no pity at all, Wheelchair-bound 
for five years with little expec- 
tancy of ever walking again, she 
exudes a personality and vitality 
that makes everyone around her 
look like inanimate bumps on 
logs. 

Since the hurting accident on 
New Year’s day, 1945, which left 
her paralyzed from the waist 
down, Susan Peters has made a 
movie, learned to drive a car and 
fly a plane, and now is trying her 
first theatrical tour. She's not 
quite sure yet how she likes it. 

“I haven't had. time to settle 
down and see,” she said, as we 
performed a triple-threat task of 
eating chicken a la king (‘the 
chorus girl's delight,” she said 
in ordering it), interviewing, and 
gawking at the very breath-taking 
gal. She was wearing a jumper- 
style ankle-length dress of soft 
aqua corduroy with a blouse of 
aqua plaid taffeta, ‘and a dark 
mink stole, also ankle length, and 
people all over the hotel dining 
room were having trouble, eating 
while staring. 

“I’m still panic-stricken over 
facing audiences,” said the girl 
who was rapidly acquiring one. 
“About 7 o’clock every evening 
I start thinking, ‘What could I 
do to keep from going on to- 
night?’ But I never seem to find 
an answer.’ 

Unlike many movie actresses, 
Susan went from school to pic- 
tures, had never appeared on a 
stage, and had said pretty firmly 
that she never intended to. A year 
ago last summer, a producer 
asked her to come East to play 
the invalid girl in “The Glass 
Menagerie” in summer stock. 


“About a month before I was 
supposed to go, I thought, ‘Ooh, 
what I said. It’s ridiculous. I 
won't go.’ So I got out of it. 
This summer he asked me four 
months in advance and | signed 
a contract before I could lose my 
nerve.” 

When she arrived, she found 
that, in addition to “Glass Me- 
nagerie,”’ they wanted her to try 
“The Barretts” and the trial led 
to the road tour. Her doctors 
threw up their hands in horror, 
said, “We feel we must tell you, 
you can't go.” 

“Go ahead and tell me,” Susan 
said cheerfully.

She has managed to surmount 
the difficulties beautifully. Her 
first day on the road involved 
an all-night train trip, noon ar- 
rival, matinee, evening show, and 
another all-night trip. Each show 
has its problems. Confined to 
one place on the stage, she must 
project voice and personality over 
the footlights; due to “Ted Post, 
our wonderful director,” she feels 
she’s mastering it. Being carried 
around backstage, and traveling 
from place to place presents still 
more problems, but her brother,

Players whq learned canasta as a 
four-hand partnership game (per- 
haps its most popular form still) 
play it instead of gin when they 
spend a quiet evening at home 
with husband or wife. 


Those -trained in the four-hand 
game have one big thing to learn 
when they start playing two- 
handed: What a whale of a dif- 
ference those three extra cards 
make! 


It isn’t too unusual to pick up a 
hand like this (after your first 
draw) playing the two-hand game, 
where you're dealt 15 cards: 


What do you need to meld” It 
doesn't matter. Even if it’s 120, 
you have it, and without using all 
your possible combinations, at 
that. 


But don’t be fooled by the ease 
with which you can make that 
initial meld. You still have to 
keep most of the cards you were 
born with, or you won't come out 
very well in the long run. When 
you need 120, either you get the 
pack, or you have a joker, or it 
isn’t worth while melding (‘except 
in special circumstances). 


Don‘t be in a hurry to meld 
with this hand. It would take nine 
cards to reach 120. Pull for a 
joker, for aces, for time to get a 
pack that will restore the cards 
you invest in your meld. 


Question: May a player with a 
single card in his hand pick up a 
discard pile containing only two 
ecards: (a) if it puts him out? (b) 
if it does not put him out? 


Answer: As long as the discard 
pile contains more than one card 
any player may pick it up if 
legally able to use the up-card. 
The only restriction on a player 
with one card left is that he may 
not pick up a one-card discard 
pile.

AST Friday in Committee 
L Three we began discussion of 
the Economic and Social 
Council resolution which referred 
to us the report of the Interna- 
tional Children’s Emergency 
Fund. 

The Council had passed a reso- 
lution appointing an inter-agency 
committee to go over the whole 
question of children’s needs 
throughout the world. The evi- 
dent intention in naming this 
committee was that some orderly 
procedure be recommended either 
for the continuation of the Chil- 
dren’s Emergency Fund on a per- 
manent basis or for the orderly 
closing of the fund and the tak- 
ing over by specialized agencies, 
or other U.N. permantnt groups, 
of the work that it seemed neces- 
sary to do for children on a 
world-wide basis. This would, of 
course, include the improvement 
of food supplies, medical care 
and research, educational oppor- 
tunities and work conditions.

TO SOME OF US it’ seemed 
advisable to note with apprecia- 
tion and gratitude the very con- 
siderable work accomplished thus 
far during the emergency period 
in Europe, when mass feeding 


was essential to save many chil- 


dren.

the fund was te concern itself pri- 
marily with children whe were 
the victims of World War II in 
countries which had suffered 
from devastation and occupation. 


in urgency in Europe the fund 
itself had acknowledged, and it 
had begun to broaden its base of 
operations and to move into other 
areas where war had emphasized 
needs which had long existed 
among the children of the Near 
East, the Far East, Africa and 
Latin America.

IT WAS NECESSARY also to 
urge nations and people to give 
generously now so that the fund 
could carry through the projects 
it had undertaken, and then wait 
for final decision of what was to 
be done in the future after the 
report of the inter-agency group 
was available and had been pre- 
sented to the Economic and So- 
cial Council next February. Rec- 
ommendations would then be 
made which could be reviewed 
and permanently decided upon at 
the next session of the U.N. Gen- 
eral Assembly. 

Some countries, however, 
seemed to feel that an emergency 
organization should continue in- 
definitely on that basis and tackle 
a job which now should be. con- 
sidered on a permanent basis. or 
at least should be continued for 
many years.

credit was due North for his bid- 
ding! His first two bids were 
uniformly. bad! 


West led the spade king, and 
after putting up dummy’s ace, 
South made the only play which 
could have given him a chance 
against the 4-1 trump break—he 
ruffed a spade.« When he then 
laid down two hi trumps, the 
“bad news” was not quite so bad 
as it would have been if he had 
started directly to draw trumps. 


It was entirely obvious that the 
only chance to keep East from 
winning a trump trick was to 
“coup him,” and that would re- 
quire considerable further short- 
ening of South’s clubs. When a 
coup is needed, declarer must re- 
duce his own trump length to 
that of his opponent. 


South cashed the top hearts 
and led a third round to dummy, 
taking this risk because it was 
unavoidable. Fortunately, East 
had to follow suit. South ruffed 
dummy’s last spade, then led the 
diamond five. When West played 
the diamond seven, South fi- 
nessed dummy’s jack! (He didn’t 
need this finesse, but he did need 
the extra entry to dummy!) South 
then ruffed a heart, returned to 
dummy by overtaking the dia- 
mond king, and with only two 
cards left, both trumps, in his 
hand and East’s, led a diamond 
from the board, ready to overruff 
whichever trump East played.
